Of Insurrection

London, March 26—Defending 
the military service bill in the 
House of Commons Tuesday, Win- 
ston Sepneer Churchill, secretary 

. of war, declared that the whole 
of Egypt was in a virtnal state 
of insurrection. The position was 
so dangerous, he added, that the 
government appealed to men on 
point of demobilization to return 
and save their comrades from~- 
being murdered, 

The declaration by the war sec- 
retary was brought about by the 


remarks of Sir Donald =

who said that Great Britain was 
grossly over-insured with respect 
to the strength of the army. Mr. 
Churchill asked if. he followed 
what .was taking place in; almgst 
every country at the present time 
and if so, how could he say that 
there was over-insurance in keep- 
900,000 men for every purpose, 
including ten divisions on the 
Rhine and four divisions in the 
home country, less than the num- 
ber kept here in the peaceful days 
before the war. 

Only three days ago, continued 
the secretary, a situation develop- 
ed in Egypt, which was a very 
far reaching danger, and which 
made it necessary to appeal to the 
men who were collected at var- 
ious posts for demobilization to 
go back and help their comrades 
and save them from being murder- 
ed. The whole of Egypt was vir-:

~" Had Sir Donald read of what 
was taking place on the Black 
Sea, in Hungary, and on the whole 
frontier of these small states

ialists collected a great deal of 
authentic Russian information for 
the guidatice of their recent in- 
ternational convention at Berne. 
They went to the Bolsheviki them- 
selves for the information, and 
having digested it they denoun- 
eed the Bolsheviki rule. 

Though suppressing every Rus- 
sian publication not friendly to 
them, the Bolshevik?’ are great 
publicity agents on their own 
side. They have their official and 
semiofficial newspapers and vyar- 
ious government organs covering 
particular fields. It was from the 
files of these publications that 
the Socialists compiled their re- 
port taking nothing from Non- 
Bolshevik sources and giving the 
authority for their statements in 
each case, 

The Socialists were not inter- 
J ested i What the Bolsheviki did 
to the bourgeoise and paid no 
attention to that, their gencral 
idea being the more anybody does 
to Bourgeoise or property own- 
ing class, the better. They were 
not interested in reports of Bol- 
shevik terrorism, massacres, and 
so on, for they allow that much 
disorder of that sort will usually 
accompany a revolution, They 
confined their attention solely to 
the result of Bolshevism upon the

terests it professes to rule—nam- 
ely, upon the proletariat, or ur- 
ban wage earners. Socialists 
condemned Bolshevism  bedause 
they found, out of its own month 
that it was destroying the very 
class if is supposed to benefit at 
the expense of all the rest of the 
society.
